Le ated that on 26 Mar 199 at approx. 2100 to 2115 hours, he was again 
in his back yard making hig usual weather observations when ha sighted ancther objact 
in the sama vicinity and angle from the horigen as the one previcusly sighted on 15 Mar 
Ge This object was chapad like a flattened fiumel, with a reddish cold tint and 
appeared to bs about 5 &% across at altitude. Wright estimated the object would cover 
an area of two city blocks on the ground. It following approximately the same route, 
was Coseryed appraximately tie same length of tine, and cave off the same sowu as the 
object previously sighted. There was no odor. It left a persistent dark red trail 
oimilar to that previously sighted. There were no projections. the object maintained 
straight and level flight and disappeared into the distance.
